According to published B,B.C, pro- 
grammes, Mr. Gibbon says advertis- 
ing is broadcast in Britain and the 
contention of the Canadian Radio 
League that no advertising is carried 
is not borne out. The increase in the 
number of British listeners he says, 
is not due entirely to the popularity 
of B.B.C. programmes, but to the 
knowledge that an up-to-date set pro- 
vides reception for continental pro- 
grammes.

ON IRRIGATION 


(By W. E, Anglin) 
The way this season is startting, it 


seems @ good year for the farmer who 
has land under the ditch to contem-

dollars per acre to put the water on 


That same year the stubble in crops 
were not worth cutting. 


{f the land is smoothed off with 
a float and the dead furrows are 
worked off along with the back fur. 
rows, it helps to get the water ove 
the land much faster. One man whi 
undersfafids handling water can cov- 
er from 3 to 4 acres'a day on land that 
is in the average condition for dry 
farming, but can go a good deal fast- 
er on land that is prepared for ir- 
rigation with the ditch latterals ar. 
ranged in the proper order. A man 
can use from two to four second feet 
of water without letting any get awa} 
as long as he is not to near the edg¢ 
of the field, but he must be experienc: 
ed. 


The farmer who is under the ditck 
who figures on putting in oats anc 
barley would do well to prepare foj 
irrigation, by floating, fmaking the 
surface as uniform as possible, Thi: 
would make the work of spreading 
the water so much simpler. One 
should start irrigation on any grair 
crop as early as possible, in a sea- 
son like this, and it should be finished 
not later than July 1st, if not earlier 
for wheat. Grass crops could be 
irrigated any time, just as the lany 
and crop need it. If the season ig 
a bad drouth, the irrigator shoul¢ 
have no trouble of disposing of his 
products. One also knows that ir. 
a drouth season that there is a lot 
more sunshine, than in a good rainy 
season, therefore the crops will be 
benefitted by both the moisture anc 
the sunshine, and surely the crop: 
will grow faster and mature earlier 
providing irrigation is applied the cory 
rect way and at the right time.

Facts and figures of the ‘‘8000" will 
give some indication of its magnitude, 
efficiency and strength. It is only a scant 
nine inches short of 100 feet in length. 
Weight of engine is 485,000 Ibs. and of 
tender 800,000 Ibs., making a total of 
785,000 lbs. or 89214 tons, It has five 
driving wheels on each side, each of which 
is 63 nchesin diameter. Its tractive effort 
is 90,000 lbs. which means that on a level

representing a total weight of 6000 tons, Its tender has a capacity of 12,000 gallons of water and 4350 gallons 
of fuel oil enabling it to make long hauls without replenishing. There are 18,695 feet or slightly over three 
and a half miles of seamless steel tubes used in the construction of the boiler units alone,
